Doctor Came 
Too Late. 


Dr. Gray of Chouteau and Rankin ave- 
nues arrived a short time after the girl's 
death. Up to that time no one had 
thought of notifying the police. Patrol- 
men Devaney and McVey hurried to the 


house and then notified the coroner, into 
whose charge they gave the letter the 
girl had written. 

The physician gave it as his opinion 
that the girl would have died if she had 
received medical attendance at once. It 
was, however, quite an hour after she 
swallowed the acid before the physician 
arrived. * 

The romance which ended in the girl's 
death began some six months ago. Harr 
Waters, a handsome young man of 232, 
obtained board at the Fields’ home and 
soon became enamored of the daughter. 

The parerts of the girl noticed the 
trend of things, but until recently they 
had no objection. Mrs. Field said on 
Wednesday that of late young Waters’ 
habits had not been as good as former- 
ly and that she warned her daughter 
not to marry a young man who could 
not control his appetite for liquor. 

Remonstrance on the part of the girl 
against Waters drinking is said to have 
started the quarrei which caused the girl 
to kill herself. 

The young man did not learn of his 
sweetheart’s death until he came back 
to the house about 9:30, and was told 
she was lying dead in her rooms. He 
was overcome with grief. 

The coroner discovered that within the 
envelope there was anotner envelope, and 
that it was addressed to the grl's lover or 
to her mother.

Dedication Throng Will Reach 
Grounds in Sections, But 
Will Try to Depart 
en Masse. 


The problem of handling the vast crowd 
that will attend the dedication of the 
World's Fair and the fireworks that will 
follow, April 30 and May 1 and 2, is taxing 
the resources of all concerned, particularly 
the street railroad companies, upon whom 
will devolve the work of transportation to 
and from the Exposition grounds. 

It has been estimated that the attendance 
at the Exposition grounds April 30 will be 
350,000, on the basis of a local attendance 
of 20 per cent of the city’s population, 
about 250,000, and 100,000 outside visitors. 

To transport this throng the transit com 
pany will use all its east and west — 
with three loops on the north side and 
two loops on the south side of the Expo- 
sition grounds. 

The St. Louis & Suburban company will 
have a loop at Adelaide avenue, south of 
Delmar Garden. 

According to estimates made by A. B. 
Dupont. general manager of the Transit 
company, ‘his line will be theoretically 
able to deposit or receive passengers at the 
World's Fair termini of the various roads 
at the rate of 35,000 an hour. 

The Olive street line will run to the loop 
on the East Side of De Baliviere avenue 
at De Giverville avenue, on a one-half min- 
ute schedule. That is, cars containing an 
average of 100 passengers each will be able 
to load or discharge at that point every 
half minute, and proceed to the city for 
another load, making the round trip every 
80 minutes. 

It will take 160 cars on this line to keep 
up this rate, with a capacity of 10,000 pas- 
sengers.an hour. 


90 Minutes 
for Round Trip. 

Catron the Delmar line, running out

Morgan-Hill Syndicate Con- 
templates Accepting Ad- 
verse Decision and Mak- 
ing New Arrangement 


THIS COURSE WOULD 
PROTECT THE MARKET 


Stocks Would Be Embar- 
rassed a Year and Lawyers 
Say Higher Court Would 
Certainly Affirm Thayer’s 
Decision. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 15.—J. P. Morgan is 
not expected to appeal to the Supreme 
Court from the knockout blow given his 
Northern Securities Co. 

This radical change in the plans of Mr. 
Morgan and the other financiers con- 
cerned in solving the problem has con- 
verted the spasm of fright which dom- 
inated the financial community into one of 
confidence. 

Instead of carrying the adverse North- 
ern Securities decision up to the United 
States Supreme Court, Mr. Morgan and 
his advisers are considering the plan of 
accepting the decision recently handed 
down and trying to reach an understand- 
ing with Attorney-General Knox that will 
be acceptable to rallroad interests in- 
volved and satisfactory because of its le- 
gality. 

Several tentative propositions have al- 
ready been worked out to submit to the 
attorney-general, but no decision has y¢ 
been reached regarding any of them. 
Morgan said today: 

In regard to the report that we 
not to appeal the Northern Securities cz 
I may say that we have (o days in wh 
to appeal. But we have come to no co 
clusion as yet as to What we will do.“ 

Mr. Morgan has heretofore declared em- 
phaticaily that an appeai wouid be taken 
to the Supreme Court, and, since then, 
James J. Hill and the lawyers for the cor- 
poration have repeatediy reiterateu taat 
slaiement,. 

Ihe causes which have induced Mr. Mor- 
gan and his associates to reconsiuer 
that determination are twofola. Many 
lawyers have expressed the confident be- 
lief that the Supreme Court would surely 
affirm the decision of the lower court. 

A secondary cause, it is said, is the det- 
rimental effect that the long delay, pend- 
ing a final decision, would have upon al) 
Classes of securities, as it would take a 
full year, according to lawyers of the com- 


pany, to get a decision from the Supreme 
Court. 

It is deemed of great importance at 
this particuiar time when so many pros- 
pective mergers are hanging on the fate 
of the Northern Securities, to find out 
first What the attorney-general regards 
as legal in the way of one railroad or set 
of railroad financiers controlling other 
roads. 

Owing to the perplexed state of the mar- 
ket, Mr. Morgan will not sail for Europe 
today as he had r to do. He al- 
ways goes abroad the sprin 
ly permits anything to interfere with his 
yearly jaunts, but it was said in his of- 
fice here that he would remain here until 
some definite plan had been worked out 
— * to the Northern Securities prob- 
em 

Mr. Morgan has made tentative arrange- 
ments for sailing a week from today.

Plan for the Restoration 


Walter B. Stevens, secretary of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition Co., has 
outlined a plan for the restoration of Forest 
Park after the Fair shall have closed. Mr. 
Stevens writes: 

“It should be the municipal policy, in the 
transformation back from Exposition to 
park, to preserve all of the World's Fair 
city that can be perpetuated.” 

Me thinks the Cascade gardens the grand 
basin and the lagoons could be utilized in 
the restoration of the park. The lake could 
be made much larger than the one before, 
with banks that are turfed and s!ope gent- 
Iy toward the water. The two islands, on 
which stand the Education and Electricity 
buildings, he says, should be heavily 
wooded. 

He suggests a great transverse avenue 
would become the natural continuation of 
the grand drive of the eastern half of the 
park. It would skirt the lagoons and: con- 
tinue through to Skinker road. Golf. links, 
tennis courts and flower gardens could be 
made of the sites where the Varied In- 
dustries, Manufacturers, Machinery, Trans- 
ortation, Mines and Metal.urgy and the 
tberal Arts buildings now stand. 

The Art palace should be preserved to 
hold whatever foreign nations and exhibi- 
tors care to leave as mementoes. Many 
ot the states have offered to construct bulid- 
ings of permanence. The g:eat bulldi 
of the United States government is to be o 
steel construction and at small expense 
could be transformed to a grand conven- 
tion hall.

Observance Is Oonsidered a Feast, Not 
a Fast, Though Restrictions 
Are Placed on Diet of 
Orthodox. 


Contentment. reigns in that part of St. 
Louls lying on both sides of Carr street,

Passover, or Overpass, as it is trans- 
lated by such of the orthodox as have a 
knowledge of HEinglish. 
The observance of the feast began last 
Saturday night. The eight days’ period 
will terminate next Sunday. It is a holiday 
time, a season of pleasure and merry- 
making. 
“This is a feast, not a fast,“ says the 
king of the Ghetto, as 8. Weissman, who 
has lived for 18 years on Seventh street, 
near Carr, is known. 

Mr. Weissman is 60 years old, a Russian 


since he left his native land. 

Those of the Jewish faith observe these 
eight days in much the manner in which 
Christians might observe the eight days 
from Christmas to New Year's, were such 
their custom. 

The first two days of the feast, and the 
last two, are the most important. During 
these days no work whatever can be done. 
2 are kept with great strictness as hol- 
idayse. During the four days in the mid- 
die of the feast necessary business is al- 
lowed to be transacted. 


Attend Church 
Thrice Daily. 
Services are held in the synagogues and 
places of worship three times dally. Al- 
most everyone attends these services fre- 
quently during the four chief days.

Rabbi Z. Rosenfeld, another long time 
resident of the quarter, says that ab- 
staining from leavened bread is the most 
important observance of the Passover.
